‘Furnishers Should Indicate 


Terms to Makers” 

The Editor, 
“ Furnishing World.” 

Sir,—The _ hypothetical 
given in Mr. Godfrey’s letter are 
based on assumptions that the past 
level of manufacturers’ prices will 
continue. We believe that manufac 
turers’ prices to the trade are higher 
than they need be, and nowhere is 
this more true than for upholstery. It 
follows, therefore, that the modest 
increase recommended in the retail 
margin (from 25 per cent to 28.5 per 
cent on returns) need not necessarily 
raise final selling prices to the public, 
for these will be determined by 
clever mathematical calculations but 
by what the public will pay, and if 
retailers do not sell furniture 
will not be able to buy it! 

Whilst we believe many manufac 
turers have accepted the suggestion of 
the retailers’ associations, some, who 
fix their resale prices, are now basing 
these prices on a formula of 40 per 
cent on the tar-erclusive cost only, 
the tax being added net. This differs 
significantly from the guidance oftered 
and retailers should appreciate the 
effect of this

URING the past year there 

have been many references to 

contemporary throughout the 
country. It seems inevitable that there 
will be an increasing acceptance of 
this style. This means that the 
retailer has a particular responsibility, 
for one of the fundamental issues in 
its establishment is the way that it 
is presented to the public. 


Contemporary Crusade in Cardiff 


A fine example has been set by 
one of the trade’s leading designers, 
Mr. Percy Court, of Court Bros 
(Furnishers), Ltd... who has shown 
how he takes up the “Contemporary 
Crusade” at the firm’s Cardiff 
branch. 

When the branch was opened, just 
over a year ago, it was explained 
in these pages how Mr. Court had 


in a Confined Space 


designed on the ground floor “A 
Street of Shops within a Shop,” a 
centre aisle with model rooms on both 
sides, as the main feature of the store. 
At the same time he aimed to make 
the store “as unlike a furniture shop 
as possible.” 

He planned the ground floor to 
accomplish realism with — restraint. 
“Colour only begins to speak when 
defined by form,” was his motto, He 
wanted the over-all effect, the 
atmosphere, to capture the imagina- 
tion. 

The same principle has been pur- 
sued in the contemporary showroom 
that has now been set up at the far 
end of the ground floor and behind 
a balcony, stretching across the shop, 
that faces down the “ street.” 

Delicately, period and 
themes have been blended.  Enter- 
ing under the balcony the customer 
looks first for something representa- 


modern 


tive of contemporary. But what she 
does see is a flashback to olden days 

a coloured mural showing a cobble 
stone court and an unattended horse 
carriage whose owner is presumably 
at his Chippendale or Sheraton fur- 
nished home 


Six Distinct Sections 


Across the threshold the student of 
design would immediately appreciate 
how a problem of confined space has 
been overcome. The showroom, com- 
pared with the remainder of the 
ground floor devoted to the street of 
shops, is small, yet it contains six 
sections more defined than divided 
by partitions placed in such a way as 
to invite the customer to walk 
through. A lofty ceiling is “ brought 
down” by being painted a sea blue. 

The customer comes into the first 
section and cannot help glancing at 
a brightly-coloured painting—hung at 
eye level so that there is no question 
of looking up—of a native woman 
with a child in her arms. In front 
of her is a native with shield and 
spear—standing guard over a contem- 
porary dining suite. The contrast is 
as severe as it is subtle. 

Between the dining suite and a few 
items of lounge furniture is a white 
trellis standing out about a foot and 
at a right-angle to the wall. When 
he visited the showroom, a Furnish- 
ing World feature writer saw this 
corner used for a “period” touch 
in the shape of a reproductron sew- 
ing table. It relieved the “* modern” 
atmosnohere and was a corner to

The entrance to this nook, which fea- 
tures bedroom furniture, was 
originally very high but it has been 
lowered by about a third by use of a 
pelmet and contemporary curtain 
thus an awkward corner has been 
made a compact unit of the show- 
room. 


shape of the 
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Coming from this corner, the cus 
tomer faces a colourful wallpaper on 
a partition nearly seven-foot high 
before she turns left into the fourth 
“room.” The whole effect com- 
mands more than a quick look and 
persuades her to slow down and to 
linger on her walk through. 


Novelty Make Shoppers Linger 


The customer strolls into the fourth 
section, with its dining suite, under 
an even deeper spell of novelty. She 
now examines details, although she 
may still fail to attach the true 
significance to a painting of an old 
castle that hangs above a sideboard. 
But that would be as Mr. Court 
expects, he knows the average custo- 
mer’s examination of his design is 
shallow—* seeing everything, noticing 
nothing,” as she becomes more 
absorbed in the atmosphere he has 
created. 

Through a framework, in which 
stand plants that are illuminated by 
minute bell-shaped lights, she is able 
to look back at the first section she 
visited—at that old carriage—ard that 
native family still standing with an 
apprehensive look.

“room,” there is a contemporary 
wallpaper in the bedroom section. It 
has a door that is part of the shop 
yet has been made to look like a 
model door leading from the bed- 
room. This has been painted tur- 
quoise and a pelmet and a contem- 
porary curtain add to the natural 
effect. ; 

A “quiet” showcard in the win- 
dow is the only way that the public 
know of the showroom. From the 
manager's office Mr. J. Ratcliffe can 
see all that is required, for the 
“ Street of Shops” is the magnet that 
draws the customer to the back of 
the shop. 

In front of a Dutch tiled fireplace 
(with an imaginary fire glowing) 
under the balcony, she catches a 
glimpse of the showroom to the left 
and to the right. Locking up, she 
sees a model window of a house with 
a flower box, and gaily coloured roofs 
that recede into the distance, 

Used in this way, with no furniture 
on it, the balcony (retained from the 
days when the premises were a café) 
gives just the right atmosphere and 
sustains her curiosity. For Mr. 
Court knows that curiosity has the 
knack of pulling the heart-strings to 
open the purse.

Finishing Processes 

In different furniture factories the 
hnishing processes vary in minor 
details, but in general the main opera- 
tions are as follows 

(1) Sanding 

(2) and (3) Staining and Filling 
occasionally these two operations are 
combined. 

(4) Application of  finish—shellac, 
cellulose, natural or synthetic varnish 

(5) Flatting and polishing. 

It will be noticed that the sanding 
operation is included in the finishing 
process; indeed, it may be regarded 
as the most important operation 
because the smoothness of the final 
finish will obviously depend upon the 
flatness of the base to which it ts 
applied 

The preliminary sanding operations 
are normally carried out on furniture 
parts before assembly, for which drum 
and belt sanders are almost universally

Flatting and Polishing 

From one to three coats of finish- 
ing material are applied with suitable 
drying periods between each applica- 
tion.

The final operation involves re- 
moving sandpaper scratches and 
restoring the gloss. 


Final Polishing 

Because furniture in this country is 
perhaps somewhat more ornate than 
in America, the final polishing opera- 
tion is carried out by methods 
analogous to french polishing. In 
this case, the irregularities of the sur- 
faces dictate the nature of the final 
finishing operation. If the body coats 
consist of french polish, the final 
finish is obtained by using french 
polish rubbers in the usual way. If, 
on the other hand, body coats con- 
sist of cellulose lacquers, the final 
finish is obtained by using a french

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No More Imports 


From Japan Yet 


HE long-awaited announcement on 

the import of hardwoods from 
Japan has now been made by the 
Inmiport Licensing branch of the Board 
of Trade and has aroused strong 
criticism in the hardwood trade. 

The official announcement _ states 
that it has been decided that because 
of the considerable volume of hard- 
wood still outstanding against import 
licences already issued, no further 
licences to import hardwood from 
Japan will be granted for the time 
being. Consideration, however, will 
be given to applications for the ex 
tension of validity to June 30, 1953, 
of any import licences expiring before 
that date. 

In the case of licences issued before 
1952 the applicant must state why the 
material covered by the licence has 
not been delivered. The validity of 
such old licences will be extended only 
if the Board of Trade are satisfied that 
the material is likely to arrive in the 
United Kingdom by June 30, 1953

It is contended in the trade that the 
notice will have the opposite effect 
to that which is intended in that it 
encourages the type of shipper who is 
unreliable in fulfilling contracts whilst 
at the same time discouraging the 
shipper who is reliable. 

Moreover, it is felt that the net 
effect of the notice will be that, at a 
time when it is essential to build up 
stocks, there will be supplies 
available. It is understood that the 
trade has made a protest to the 
authorities but, at the time of writing, 
the result of these negotiations has 
not been made known. 

Since the reopening of the market 
for non-sterling hardwoods a_ fairly 
substantial amount of business has 
been. placed with French shippers, 
although transactions in poplar, which 
was such a feature of the French 
U.K. trade recently, are now very 
limited 


The trade was interested to learn 
this week that the Brazilian Govern- 
ment has introduced new legislation 
which has the effect of making the 
currency regulations governing trad- 
ing between that country and_ the 
U.K, easier. It will be interesting to 
see whether or not this will result in 
a stepping-up of the import into this

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Report On The Danish 


Furniture Industry 


A! a Furniture Development 
Council conference on Friday, 
January 16, much = interest was 
aroused by the report on the Danish 
Furniture Industry prepared by Mr. 
Robin Howland and Mr. Frank 
Guille, of the Royal College of Art. 

Their research was made possible 
by scholarships from the College, the 
Furniture Development Council and 
the Federation of British Industries. 

The following summary contains 
some of the points of special interest 
made in the report. 

There is marked evidence in the 
homes and in the shops of Denmark 
of strong public interest in good 
furniture. Copenhagen, though only 
one eighth the size of London, has 
more shops specialising in the best 
contemporary work. There is less 
poor architecture in Denmark and a 
higher proportion of _flat-dwellers; 
both of these factors influence design. 

Further stimuli to good craftsman- 
ship are the numerous competitions 
for furniture design which form a 
useful link between designers and 
manufacturers. Of these, the most 
important is the exhibition held in the 
Spring by the Cabinet Makers’ 
Association. 

In Denmark it is, as a rule, the 
largest factories which produce the 
best designs and, as a result, good 
designs are inexpensive. 

The emphasis is on single pieces 
and there are fewer suites sold than 
in England. There is naturally less 
demand for mass production because 
of the smallness of the population; 
runs of a particular model are there- 
fore limited. There is, in fact, only 
one factory in Denmark which _ is 
considered to mass-produce furniture, 
but even here most runs are only of 
100 pieces and the longest of 400 
pieces. This means that the designer 
has a freer hand and therefore show 
more enterprise. 

As a rule the Danish cabinet- 
maker sells to his client direct; very 
few factories sell through wholesalers 
as the amount of goods produced 
does not warrant it. 

Most of the well-known cabinet- 
makers are situated in the centre of 
Copenhagen. The numbers engaged 
in a single concern range between the 
extremes of one man working for 
himself to a staff of fifty. 

The ‘report contains a detailed com- 
parison of the rates of pay of differ- 
ent grades of worker in the Danish 
furniture industry. 

With regard to cabinetmakers’ atti- 
tude to machine work, the report 
comments as follows: 

“There is no false 


pride with 


handwork over machine- 
work. If the machine will do the 
work faster and more competently 
than a man, then it is used. In most 
cases the workshops are well equip- 
ped with machines and often the 
man who is in charge of the mach- 
inery is a trained cabinetmaker. 

* All joints which it is possible to 
make by machinery are fitted straight 
off the machine and much of the 
work of the spindle goes straight into 
the finishing shop. A great deal of 
attention is paid to finishing, which 
(considering that the cabinetmakers 
are able to compete in price with 
factories) is a possible reason why the 
factory-produced furniture has such a 
high standard of finish. 

The Danish designer normally 
shows a remarkable feeling for his 
material that comes from his having 
served an apprenticeship, for a period 
of four to five years, with a cabinet- 
maker. Since there are no metal or 
plastics industries in his country, he 
shows little interest in materials other 
than wood. 

Furniture design in Denmark is 
dominated by the ideas of Professor 
Klint in Copenhagen, and most of the 
leading designers have come under 
his tuition at some time. The report 
includes an article by the Professor 
on his teaching methods. 

His theory is that function should 
be the first consideration, and that 
detailed measurements of associated 
objects, and particular the human 
body, are necessary to produce good 
design. A first exercise for new 
students is the measuring of a piece 
of old or modern furniture of good 
basic form. This has a dual purpose: 
it gives a knowledge of the transition 
from drawing to reality and is a first 
instruction in making working 
drawings. 

Also presented at the Conference 
was the Furniture Development 
Council’s report, entitled, “ Second 
Survey of Educational Facilities 
Available in the Furniture Industry.” 
The following brief notes indicate 
some of the conclusions. 

The following changes took place 
in the period 1950-1952: The numbser 
of trade students increased by 20 per 
cent; the number of colleges increased 
from 69 to 82; the number of trade 
students studying woodcutting mach- 
inery increased by 40 per cent: the 
number of trade students receiving 
day-time tuition increased by about 
10 per cent; nineteen more courses 
were held in 1951-52 than in 1949-50 
There has been a steady increase in 
the number of entrants for City and 
Guilds competitions. :
